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Keech appeal 
to raise extra 
£250k a year

AN APPEAL to raise £250,000 a 
year has been launched by a 
hospice which provides 
emotional and practical 
support for children diagnosed 
with life-limiting conditions. 

Keech Hospice, which is based 
in Luton but also operates across 
Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire, 
and Milton Keynes, launched its 
Gift Aid appeal on Friday. 

The charity said the appeal 
could bring in a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion a year and is designed to 
explain to supporters that if they 
Gift Aided their donations to any 
of the hospice’s 34 shops, then 
the charity could receive an 
extra £250,000 annually. 

This could pay for nine adult 
in-patient nurses a year. 

The cost of care at Keech rang¬ 
es from £32, which gives one 
hour of nursing support, to £750 
which can provide 24-hours 
worth of care for a child who is 
staying in the in-patient unit at 
the hospice. 

Donations sent in through Gift 
Aid increase in value as they 
allow charities to reclaim the

basic rate of tax on the money, 
meaning that a £10 donation 
will be worth £12.50. 

Philip Kojcinovic, a retail man¬ 
ager at the hospice, said the 
scheme was ‘brilliant’ and he 
had been impressed at how 
much it could help Keech. 

He said: “By registering for the 
Gift Aid scheme we can claim 
the Gift Aid on any goods that 
you bring into your local Keech 
shop. 

“Gift Aid is a simple way to 


increase the value of your gift to 
Keech - at no extra cost to you. 

“This money will go directly to 
helping families in your area. 

“This extra money could not 
only pay the salary of nine IPU 
nurses for a whole year, or on the 
basis that one IPU bed costs 
approximately £700 per night 
then £250,000 could pay for 357 
nights in the hospice. 

“I hope everyone supports the 
scheme and signs up when they 
next bring a donation to the 
store.” 

A spokeswoman for Keech 
added: “We are determined to 
reach more people in Luton than 
ever before but to do this we 
need to raise more money. 

“We currently receive around 
25 per cent of our funding from 
the NHS. The rest we have to 
raise ourselves through the 
generosity of the community. 

“The extra money raised from 
Gift Aid will not just pay for 
more nursing care. We offer a lot 
more here at Keech. 

”We offer music, complemen¬ 
tary and art therapy as well as 
simply nursing care and we 
support not just the patient but 
the whole family.”

DJ advised Federation 
bosses during scandal

TWO senior officials at the 
Police Federation quit this week, 
days after it emerged the PR 
firm of an ex-Three Counties 
Radio ‘shock jock’ may have 
played a part in the Plebgate 
scandal. 

Steve Williams, chairman of 
the national Police Federation, 
and General Secretary Ian 
Rennie, stepped down on 
Monday after it was found ex- 
Three Counties DJ Jon Gaunt’s 
firm was brought in to advise the 
union at the height of the affair 
in which then Chief Whip 
Andrew Mitchell allegedly called 
officers at the gates to Downing 
Street ‘plebs’. 

Luton on Sunday has since 
discovered that Mr Gaunt was 
also employed by the 
Bedfordshire Police Federation 
back in 2012 for two months. 

Jim Mallen, chairman of the 
Beds Police Federation, said: 
“Jon Gaunt was hired on a short 
term contract by Bedfordshire 
Police Federation in September

2012 to provide media training to 
members of our organisation. 

“Following this training Mr 
Gaunt was not used further, in 
any capacity by us, and has not 
been used since. 

“The reason we used Mr Gaunt 
is because he used to provide 
media training at national 
Federation courses and the feed¬ 
back with regards to his training 
was positive.” 

Fifty-three-year-old Gaunt, 


who describes himself as a 
‘working-class, educated guy 
with, in broad strokes, a right- 
wing agenda’, appears every 
Wednesday as a newspaper 
reviewer on Sky News Sunrise. 

He also regularly contributes to 
television programmes such as 
Question Time, Countdown, The 
Daily Politics and BBC News and 
is also a regular on BBC Radio 
Two’s Jeremy Vine Show. 

• THE Bedfordshire Police 
Federation have said they will 
not support proposals to give 
police officers exemptions from 
fines for taking their children on 
holiday during term-time.

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CCTV checked after attacker breaks man’s jaw 


A MAN has suffered a broken jaw 
after being struck in the face. 

The 26-year-old victim had been 
walking along London Road in 
Dunstable on April 2 at around 
6.30pm when the attack 
happened. 

As he was walking he heard 
shouting and when he turned 
around, he saw a man arguing 
with a woman outside the Angel 
Wines store. 

The 26-year-old carried on 
walking but moments later was 
approached from behind by the 
man who had been arguing with 


the woman. He was struck on the 
side of the face and left eye by the 
man, who then ran away. 

The victim went to the hospital 
the following morning where an 
X-Ray revealed he had suffered a 
broken jaw as well as having 
swelling and fluid behind his left 
eye. 

Detectives are in the process of 
checking CCTV but want to speak 
with members of the public who 
were in the area and may have 
seen the assault taking place. 

Detective Constable Jo Barkat, 
who is investigating the assault, 


said: “This was a seemingly 
unprovoked attack which took 
place because the victim had 
simply turned after hearing 
someone shouting in the street. 

“I would urge anyone who was in 
London Road on the day of the 
attack and may have witnessed 
the incident, particularly the 
woman who was arguing with the 
offender before the assault, to get 
in contact with Bedfordshire 
Police.”

A TEENAGE boxer from Luton is 
looking to make his name across the 
Atlantic as he embarks on his first 
solo trip to the USA. 

Jordan Reynolds, 18, has been invit¬ 
ed to train with Freddie Roach, coach 
of legendary Filipino fighter Manny 
Pacquiao, at his world-famous 
Wildcard Gym in Los Angeles. 

Organised by his agent, the West 
Ham ABC fighter will spend two and a 
half weeks on the West Coast, starting 
tomorrow. 

Reynolds said: “This is a fantastic 
opportunity to show what I can do. 

“Freddie has trained many of the 
greatest ever fighters and I want this 
to catapult me to stardom too. 

“I will be sparring with a few 
Mexican and Cuban lads so it will be 
a good test of how far I have come and 
how far I can go. 

“They will have to watch out because 
I am looking to impress them. 

“If I can do well in California, there 
are offers in Florida as well so there is 
a lot going on at the moment.” 

The 18-year-old won his second 
National Ambition Boxing 
Championships title last December 


and he hopes to build on his success 
upon returning from the United 
States early next month. 

He is scheduled to have two fights in 
three weeks. 

Princes Regent in Essex will play 
host to his opening fight with the 
undecided Scottish champion on 
May 10 before taking on the Danish 
welterweight champion Mike 
Stefansson in an unknown venue on 
May 30. 


“It is a massive few weeks for me,” 
added Reynolds. 

“I have beaten the Danish middle¬ 
weight champion and they wanted 
me to fight the welterweight champi¬ 
on so bring it on. 

“I have to thank my sponsors, 
Pictons Solicitors, Star Billing, Duke 
of Clarence, Venue 360 and Chiltern 
Water Services for the part they have 
played in me getting these opportu¬ 
nities.” 


PCC leaked Briggs details to his partner 


POLICE and Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins has revealed that it was his 
partner he leaked secret information to 
about the death of Leon Briggs while in 
custody. 

Mr Martins is currently under investi¬ 
gation by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) and 
was last month interviewed under 
criminal caution over the leak. 

During a scheduled chat on the 
Bedfordshire Police Facebook page 


earlier this week, Oily revealed it was 
his partner, Francis Steer, he had told 
the information. 

Back in 2012, Mr Steer ran the PCC’s 
election campaign, and is an organiser 
in the Luton Labour Party. 

Mr Martins said: “One night over 
dinner I discussed with my partner 
sensitive information relating to the 
tragic death of Leon Briggs. 

“I acknowledge that in doing some¬ 
thing perfectly normal, sharing the 


challenges of my day with my partner, I 
crossed a line by discussing informa¬ 
tion I should not have done.” 

Leon Briggs, a 39-year-old father of 
two, died in November last year after 
being detained by police in Marsh Road 
and being taken into custody. 

He was taken to Luton Police Station 
but later had to be rushed to the Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital where he died. 

His death is being investigated by the 
IPCC.

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‘No snitch’ culture 

hindering inquiry 





Police are still searching for Paul Foster’s killers

THE widow of a 
Luton man shot dead 
last year has said a 
‘no snitching’ 
culture has led to 
people not speaking 
to detectives. 

Paul Foster, 46, and 
a father-of-three, was 
shot in the chest in 
Lewsey Farm on 
April 9. His wife 
Mandy Foster said 
she was ‘deeply sad¬ 
dened’ his killers had 
not been caught. 

So far three people 
have been arrested 
on suspicion of mur¬ 
der, interviewed, and 
released in connec¬ 
tion with the investi¬ 
gation. 

Police said they 
remained suspects 
but are not currently 
facing any criminal 
charges. 

Mrs Foster said on¬ 
going trust issues 
with the police and 
the ‘no snitching’ 
culture had affected 
the progress of the 
investigation. 

She said: “The fam¬ 
ily are of the opinion 


that there are several 
people within this 
community who are 
aware of what hap¬ 
pened to Paul that 
night but have cho¬ 
sen not speak to the 
police because of the 
no snitching culture. 

“Individuals who 
have deliberately 
chosen to hinder the 
police and their 
enquires possibly 
because of the lack of 


trust that exists 
between the police 
and the black com¬ 
munity. 

“I therefore appeal 
to those people. 
Please do not make 
this all about the 
police and the diffi¬ 
culties you may have 
encountered with 
them in the past.” 

On Wednesday, 
Delaney Brown Snr, 
who is Mrs Foster’s 


step-father and also 
uncle to Delaney 
Brown Jnr who was 
murdered in 2012, 
said he was hopeful 
the police would find 
Mr Foster’s killers. 

Last year, Kyle 
Beckford, 22, of 
Waleys Close, was 
jailed for life for 
Delaney’s murder and 
given a minimum 
term of 24 years. 

Mr Brown said: “We 
went through [this] 
with Delaney Brown. 
He was murdered so 
it’s the same type of 
scenario in terms of 
people not snitching, 
but people came 
forward. They were 
anonymous in terms 
of the public not 
knowing who they 
were, they were pro¬ 
tected by the police. 

“They were brave 
enough to go through 
that procedure and if 
that hadn’t hap¬ 
pened then Kyle 
Beckford would not 
have been convicted 
because [the convic¬ 
tion] was directly 
because of the evi¬ 
dence from witness¬ 
es. So we are very 
hopeful.” 


Burglar distracts resident 


POLICE are warning residents 
to be vigilant after a distrac¬ 
tion burglary was reported this 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The incident happened at 
3.50pm at a property in 
Highbury Road, Luton, when 
an 82-year-old man answered 
a knock at his front door. 

A woman told the resident 
that she was from ‘home help’ 
and then managed to talk her 


way in to his home. 

She then had a drink before 
asking the victim for some 
personal details. 

However, the resident 
became suspicious of the 
woman and asked her to leave. 

Upon leaving, the woman 
tried to hug the 82-year-old 
and remove his wallet from his 
pocket but was stopped. 

Detectives have described 


the woman as being white, in 
her early 30s, 5’ to 5’2” tall. 

She had an Irish accent and 
wore a pink top, grey trousers 
and carried a coat. 

Detective Constable Helen 
Toms is keen to trace anyone 
who knows this woman and 
anyone who has also had 
similar callers at their home.

I SHOULD start by saying 
that there is no right or 
wrong way to make a 
Bedfordshire Clanger. 

As with any recipe, a bit of 
extra salt here or a dash of 
sugar there can change the 
flavour entirely. It’s up to the 
chef to put their own stamp 
on the dish. 

But there is the tradi¬ 
tional way of making a 
Clanger and then 
there’s the new way. 

So how do you 
make one? And for 
those of us who don’t 
know, what is it? 

Well, a traditional 
Bedfordshire Clanger is 
a boiled suet pudding 
with a savoury filling at one 
end and a sweet filling at the 
other. It was orignally eaten 
by farmworkers who could 
munch their way through a 
whole meal on the go. 

Earlier this year, Jamie 
Oliver and pal Jimmy 
Doherty cooked up several 
versions of the classic 
Bedfordshire dish on their 
show Jamie and Jimmy’s 
Friday Night Feast, includ¬ 
ing beef with rhubarb and 
custard and vegetable curry 
with mango for dessert. 

While some applauded 


their efforts to bring the dish 
up to date, others complain 
the Clangers sold in shops 
and cafes today bear little 
resemblance to those which 
men used to take with them 
to work in the fields in the 
1800s. 

One staunch supporter of 
the traditional Clanger is 
Denis Coles from Maulden 
who believes that a real one 
should be at least a foot long 
and boiled, not 
baked. 

He said: “You 
couldn’t send a 
6ft tall farm 
labourer out 
into the fields 
with just one of 
those little 
things for his 
lunch, they might 
be nice but they 
certainly aren’t Bedfordshire 
Clangers 

“You wouldn’t dream of 
going up to Melton Mowbray 
and messing with their pies. 

“I have no idea when the 
Clanger first came about but 
I was brought up on them. 
I’m 82 and have had them like 
this all my life. 

“My father told me my 
grandad had a photograph 
of four farm labourers 
sitting outside a pub many 
years ago holding Clangers 
over their shoulders like 
rifles.”

Gunns hosted Jamie and 
Jimmy when they came to 
the county, and sell the new 
flavours all over the region.

Dealer’s jail term 
appeal is rejected

A DRUG dealer caught with 
more than £40,000 worth of 
high-grade cocaine has lost 
an appeal to have his 
sentenced shortened. 

Robert Lyle Wilson, 38, of 
High Street North, Dunstable 
was jailed for ten years last 
year after admitting to two 
counts of conspiracy to 
supply class A drugs and one 
of possessing criminal 
property. 

On Tuesday three senior 


judges at London’s Appeal 
Court rejected a sentence 
challenge by Wilson, ruling 
that his term ‘cannot be said 
to be either wrong in princi¬ 
ple or manifestly excessive’. 

Mrs Justice Carr said police 
searched a number of proper¬ 
ties in the town associated 
with Wilson in early 2011 
after he was stopped in a car 
containing a small amount of 
illicit substances. The subse¬ 
quent searches revealed the 
extent of his dealing. 

Wilson pleaded guilty to all 
counts on the first day of his 


planned trial on the basis 
that he was only holding the 
cocaine and money so they 
could later be passed to 
someone else, Mrs Justice 
Carr said. 

On appeal, Wilson’s solicitor 
advocate, Stephen Halloran, 
argued that the sentencing 
judge wrongly failed to attrib¬ 
ute him a ‘lesser role’ and 
handed him a harsh sentence 
in comparison with that 
given to a co-defendant. 

But the judges ruled that 
Wilson had played a ‘signifi¬ 
cant role’ in the cocaine plot.

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Garlic and Herb Butter 
Roast Lamb with Cider Gravy 


Serves 4-6 

Preparation time: 10 minutes 
Cooking time: Medium: 25 minutes per 
450g/1 lb plus 25 minutes / Well done: 30 
minutes per 450g/1 lb plus 30 minutes 

Ingredients 

1 x 1.3kg/3lb lean whole 
or carvery lamb leg joint 

Salt and freshly milled black pepper 

For the Herb Butter 

2 garlic cloves, peeled and finely chopped 
or crushed or 5-10ml/1 -2tsp garlic puree 

100g/4oz unsalted butter, softened 
30ml/2tbsp freshly chopped flat-leaf 
parsley 

30ml/2tbsp freshly chopped chives 
15ml/1 tbsp freshly chopped tarragon 
For the Gravy 
15ml/1 tbsp plain flour 
450ml/ 3 Apint good, hot lamb stock 
150ml/14pint sweet cider 

Method 

O Preheat the oven to Gas mark 4-5,180- 
190°C, 350-375°F. 

© To prepare the garlic and herb butter; in a 
small bowl mix all the ingredients together. 
Place the joint on a chopping board, score 
the skin, season and spread generously all 
over. Wrap any remaining butter in cling film 
or foil and freeze for up to 2 months. 


© Place the joint on a rack in a roasting tin 
and open roast for the preferred, calculated 
cooking time, basting occasionally with any 
rich meat juices. Cover with foil if browning 
too quickly. 

© Remove from the oven; cover and leave 
to rest on a large plate for 15-20 minutes. 
Meanwhile, make the gravy; spoon off any 
excess fat from the roasting tin and discard. 
Place the roasting tin over a medium heat 
and sprinkle over the flour. Stir well with a 
small whisk or spoon, add a little stock and 
stir again, scraping the base of the pan to 
release any rich sediment. 

© Add the remaining stock, cider and 
any meat juices from the plate. Adjust the 
seasoning if required and simmer for 8-10 
minutes, stirring occasionally until reduced 
to a well-flavoured gravy. Strain before 
serving. 

© Serve the lamb with seasonal vegetables 
and the gravy. 

Tip: Use any remaining 
herb butter as a 
topping on pan-fried or 
grilled lamb steaks or 
chops or melted over 
steamed vegetables.

Ingredients 

Buns 

4 tsp dried yeast 
55g caster sugar 
250ml warm milk 
600g plain flour 
1 tsp ground cinnamon 
60g butter 
1 egg, lightly beaten 
125ml warm water 
110g currants 
40g mixed peel 

1 tbsp apricot jam, warmed & sieved 
Flour paste 
75g plain flour 
1 tbsp caster sugar 
80ml water 


Instructions 

O Combine the yeast, sugar and 
milk in a bowl and whisk until yeast is 
dissolved. Cover the bowl and stand in 
a warm place for 10 minutes or until the 
mixture is frothy. 

© Sift the flour and cinnamon into a 
large bowl and rub in the butter. Stir in 
the yeast mixture, egg, water and fruit 
until well combined. Cover and stand 
the bowl in a warm place for 1 hour or 
until the mixture has doubled in size. 

© Turn the dough out onto a floured 
surface and knead for 5 minutes until 
smooth and elastic. Divide into 16 and 
knead into balls. 

O Place the dough balls on 2 greased 
baking trays. Stand in a warm place for 
about 20 minutes until the dough has 
risen. 

© Preheat the oven to 190°C/375°F. 

© To make the paste, combine the 
flour and sugar in a bowl, blend in 
the water and stir until smooth. Pipe 
crosses onto the buns using a piping 
bag with a small plain nozzle. 

© Bake for 10 minutes. Reduce heat 
to 180°C/350° and bake for a further 
15 minutes. 

© Turn the buns onto a wire rack and, 
while still warm, brush with the jam.

JUST like his mind-bending 
illusions, DERREN BROWN is ‘a 
riddle, wrapped in a mystery, inside 
an enigma’. 

Here Derren talks exclusively to 
our writer JUDY RILEY about his 
new show, shoplifting and predict¬ 
ing winning lottery numbers. 

JR: You’ve said that magicians are 
‘kids with no social confidence’. 
How did you find the guts to stand 
up and perform in front of thou¬ 
sands of people? 

DB: “I saw a hypnotist perform 
when I was at university and it was a 
very good show. I just thought I had 
to do that. I loved being the centre of 
attention - I went so far the other 
way. I was pretty obnoxious. I had 
that desire to perform, I loved the 
control aspect. It would have been a 
brave move NOT to have done it.” 

Is it true you were a bit of a naugh¬ 
ty kid? Into shoplifting and lying? 

“It was nothing major. At that time 
there were loads of boys’ gadgets in 
the shops and I couldn’t afford them. 
I was getting quite good at it and I 
loved the idea of the sleight of hand 
involved. So I’d nip out in my lunch 
breaks from school. Then, when I 
was about 17, I looked round my 
bedroom one day and realised that 
everything in it, except my bed, was 
nicked.” 

Did you ever get caught? 

“I was in Harrods one day and I had 
just lifted a Luther van Dross 


cassette when I saw these store 
detectives making their way towards 
me. I did that thing of suddenly find¬ 
ing it in my pocket and expressing 
surprise at how it got there. I put it 
back quickly.” 

How do ideas come to you? 

“With TV there’s a two week 
window of opportunity. We’ll dis¬ 
cuss core ideas, work out points 
worth making and find simple clear 
dramatic hooks. With stage shows, 
it’s about moments. We create 
pictures, start off with moods, then 
the tricks or set pieces come. But we 
start with feelings.” 

Can you rehearse your shows in 
the same way that other stage shows 
are rehearsed? 

“There is a rehearsal process. My 
collaborator, Andy Nyman, the crew 
and I try out ideas and set the whole 
thing out. Andy and the crew stand 
in for the public but during the 
process, loads of stuff changes. By 
the first preview it all works - in 
theory. Normally pieces work tech¬ 
nically but the pace of the show 
might need to change. In this show 
there are some bits which, if they 
don’t work, the whole of the second 
half will be messed up. I just have to 
hope the audience will be forgiving.” 

You have an extraordinary capac¬ 
ity for retaining information. Can 
you still remember the A-Z of 
London? 

“Not any more. Actual memorisa¬ 
tion is relatively easy, the tricky bit is 
reviewing it. In one of my books I 
explain the technique and list 20 
words to help get you started. I can 
never forget those 20 words because 
people come up to me every other 
day reminding me of them.” 

You’ve moved on through magic 
and mind control, is this show,

Infamous, different again? 

“I didn’t work with Andy on the last 
show so when we came back to work 
on this one together we said: ‘let’s do 
something different, something 
more personal.’ It still has the ele¬ 
ment of audience participation in it 
but it’s also more autobiographical.” 

Do you have a laugh when you’re 
working with Andy? 

“Oh, god, yeah. It’s the only reason 
we do it. TV tends to be solemn; this 
is variety, it’s much more fun.” 

You have used your skills thera¬ 
peutically in the past, have you 
thought of doing more of that? 

“When I thought I was doing that 
in the past, it didn’t sit quite well 
with me. But now I’ve grown out of 
the need to show off I’m quite 
intrigued to see the links between 
different neuroses. It’s good to 
refresh, so I might try and find 
something to work on in that field.” 

Lots of people must ask why you 
don’t buy the winning lottery ticket 
or bet on the winner of the 2.30 at 
Ascot. What do you say to them? 

“If I really could predict the win¬ 
ning lottery numbers I wouldn’t be 
selling tickets for this show! But I 
have included those things in two 
previous shows. It’s a mix of general 
subconscious techniques and trick¬ 
ery-where one ends, the other starts. 
I promise it’s more exciting than real¬ 
ity. I can’t predict the winning num¬ 
bers, I can only offer good practical 
advice.

Pick a 
random sequence of higher num¬ 
bers. You won’t have more chance of 
choosing the right numbers but 
you’ll have more chance of winning a 
lot of money because fewer people 
will have chosen the same lines!”

Muppets - Most Wanted [U]

“The sequel's never quite as good,” 
the Muppets say themselves. 

After 12 years of dead air, the 
Muppet film released in 2011 was a 
surprise hit. As expected, it was both 
heart-warming and hysterical, but 
unexpectedly had a very smart script 
- which says a lot for a film that 
features fart-shoes. 

After watching Muppets Most 
Wanted, it’s clear that the missing 
ingredient in the mix is 
writer Jason Segel, who made the 
2011 movie what it was. He’s nowhere 


to be seen this time around and this 
film suffers a little because of it. 

In the film The Muppets are self- 
aware - with the opening song 
featuring the lyrics, “We’re doing a 
sequel, that’s what we do in 
Hollywood, and everybody knows 
that the sequel’s never quite as 
good”. Muppets Most Wanted is not 
as good as the 2011 offering but it’s 
still miles ahead of many of the other 
movies in the franchise. 

Picking up literally where the last 
film left off, The Muppets are talked 
into doing a global tour by their new 
crooked manager, Dominic Badguy. 

On tour, The Muppets find them¬ 
selves unknowingly involved in a 
crime caper headed by Badguy and 
the dastardly Constantine (who is a 
dead ringer for Kermit). 


The crimes come to the attention of 
two Inspectors: Sam the Eagle and 
Jean Pierre Napoleon - whose scenes 
together are often hilarious. 

A favourite thing of mine to do 
whilst watching a Muppets film is to 
spot celebrity cameos. This one is 
full of them, but blink and you’ll 
miss out. The A-Listers aren’t always 
used fully and often just appear in 
the background, but it was still nice 
to see them - it wouldn’t have been a 
Muppets film without them. 

At almost two hours, Muppets Most 
Wanted may be a little too long for 
younger viewers, but most will get a 
kick out of the film. And although it’s 
not as clever or original as its prede¬ 
cessor, it doesn’t need to be. 

It’s still a fun family movie featur¬ 
ing the characters we all love.

THE FOUR STREETS

YOU’VE got to hand it to Nadine 
Dorries, she’s got guts. 

In a BBC interview she called the 
leader of her own party and his 
Chancellor, ‘two arrogant posh 
boys’; she has talked openly about 
her thinning hair on national 
television and, on I’m a 
Celebrity. . . Get Me Out of 
Here!, she gamely munched 
her way through lambs’ testi¬ 
cles. 

So it was probably only a 
matter of time before she 
wrote her first novel. With 
that kind of energy and drive 
for self-promotion, why 
wouldn’t you? 

Well, as serving MP for 
Mid Bedfordshire, having 
the time to fit it in around 
her busy work schedule 
could be one obstacle. 

But, she’s done it - and it’s 
not half bad. 

There are some books 
that you have to give up 
on after three pages. 

If you’re a fan of kitchen 


supper dramas - and I don’t mean 
the Chipping Norton set kind - this 
isn’t one of them. 

Set in the back alleys of Liverpool 
in the 1950s, among the Irish 
Catholic community, The Four 
Streets is the story of the close knit 
families who struggle to survive 
from one day to the next. 

Today’s Tory party would be 
delighted at how such large families 
crammed themselves into the tiny 
terraced houses - no danger of 
falling foul of the bedroom tax here 
- but it was laughter, love and a 
shared determination to support 
each other that kept them going. 

They were all definitely ‘in it 
together’. 

Though she occasionally wanders 
off into sub-Dylan Thomas-esque 
‘Under Milk Wood’ flights of fancy, 
Dorries creates a richly colourful 
cast of characters and a plot that 
skips along even if there is the odd, 
surprisingly abrupt but convenient 
resolution to a problem. 

Nadine clearly knows that world 
and her description of life in the 
mean back streets that rub up, like 
the filthy yellow smog, against the 
Liverpool docks, is believable and 
touching. 

When a much-loved neighbour 
dies, all the residents of the four 
streets come out of their houses to 


watch the funeral cortege pass by. 

When work on the docks is hard to 
come by every household pools what 
few resources they have to make 
sure every kid eats. And when there’s 
a reason to celebrate, the party can 
be heard as far away as Dublin. 

There’s a shockingly topical 
sub-plot of sexual abuse and, just as 
the government considers the 
introduction of a ‘Cinderella Law’, a 
poignant reminder that the 
emotional abuse of children has 
always been with us too. 

The days of outside ‘thunderboxes’ 
and bombsites to play on are, 
thankfully, a thing of the past. 

But if Nadine’s political masters 
read her book, those who, in her own 
words, have ‘no passion to want to 
understand the lives of others’ they 
would do well to remember that 
many families are still living in 
poverty. 

Nadine’s second novel is due to be 
published later this year. 

That should still leave time for 
appearances on Strictly Come 
Dancing and Celebrity Masterchef, 
Pointless and Mastermind, shouldn’t 
it?

LUTON Town’s promotion party was tempo¬ 
rarily put on hold as bogey team Braintree 
Town forged a terrific 3-2 Skrill Premier vic¬ 
tory at Kenilworth Road yesterday. 

With Town just three points from the title, few 
would have foreseen such a rewriting of the 
script, despite the Hatters only having beaten 
Braintree once in four meetings. 

In front of 10,000 expectant Hatters and the 
BT Sport cameras, a belting game ensued none¬ 
theless. 

Inside 21 minutes, the visitors had snatched a 


two-goal lead thanks to a Dean Wells header 
and James Mulley’s excellent side-foot finish. 

Luton’s task appeared simpler as Iron keeper 
Nick Hamann was shown a straight red for a 
foul on Paul Benson but ultimately the send¬ 
ing-off failed to swing the game in Town’s 
favour. 

Unable to break down the robust away side 
before half time, the Hatters pushed through 
the gears early in the second and laid siege to 
Braintree’s goal. 

It should have been the Alamo for the Iron as 
they looked to fend off their title-chasing hosts 
but Chez Isaac’s 56th-minute counter-attack 
goal further stunned the home faithful. 

Jake Howells’ 62nd-minute penalty and Alex 
Wall’s cracking left-foot strike within three 
minutes reinvigorated the crowd and gave 
Town an avalanche of momentum but there 
was to be no fight-back to clinch the title in 
style. 


Faces filled with trepidation were scattered in 
and around Kenilworth Road before kick off. 

With a five figure crowd in attendance for 
Town’s biggest game in five years, the atmos¬ 
phere was poignant. 

One setback for the hosts was the absence of 
top scorer Andre Gray, missing after picking up 
a knock in Tuesday’s 2-0 win over Tamworth. 

Gray’s injury was not the only remnant of that 
straightforward victory. 

In the moments before kick-off, the score- 
board displayed Tuesday’s scoreline. This was 
not to be a premonition of things to come 
though. 

Their opposition, Braintree had found a 
decent amount of form but a run of 16 games in 
45 days might have left them huffing and puff¬ 
ing at the season’s climax.

But despite bombarding Braintree’s 
goal, the Iron finished the game before the hour mark. 

McNulty’s sluggish defensive work allowed Isaac in to finish 
well and delay Town’s promotion party. 

When Ryan Peters was harshly adjudged of handling the 
ball in the box, Jake Howells looked to have merely salvaged a 
consolation from the penalty spot. 

Three minutes later, Wall, recently returning from his 
Dartford loan spell, recreated his Halifax heroics with a left- 
foot screamer, via a deflection.

“Losing Alex is a blow but we 
will not let it worry us,” said the 
Hatters chief. 

“Andy Parry and Jonathan 


Smith have missed a lot of the 
campaign and that has not 
stopped us playing superbly up 
until now so we will not use 
Alex’s injury as an excuse.” 

Despite a flat result, Town can 
still clinch the title if nearest 
rivals Cambridge United lose at 
either Kidderminster Harriers 
on Tuesday or Lincoln City on 
Good Friday. 

“The U’s moved to within ten 
points of Town after yesterday’s 
7-2 hammering of Hyde at the 
Abbey Stadium but prior to 
Cambridge’s big win, Still 
maintained his eye is only on 
Luton. 

“I am not interested in what 
anyone else is doing,” added 
Still.
